In an age of high costs in building new 
homes, the Lackawanna County Area 
Vocational-Technical School has come 
lorth with an opportunity to purchase a new 
home, for less money than would be the 
norm. 

I he school will ofer a new home for sale, 
at auction, and to the highest bidder on Sun- 

^ cs. that's w hat will happen. The Vo-Tech 
- \uthority will offera new home, bull 
i i!t nt> m the home building program at 
he \ n I .Ti. under the supervision of John 
M i/ur instructor. 

I he home is located at 120 Handley St., 
Fynon. and is the first of three homes now in 
the process of being built or renovated by the 
students, that will go up for sale. 

I he single-family bi-level structure at the 
I \ non site contains an extra large recreation 


room, 2‘A baths, a kitchen, living and dining 
rooms, large garage, open oak stairway with 
wrought iron railing, a laundry room and 
furnace room and a large brick fireplace. It is 
built on an 80-by 160-foot lot and is partially 
landscaped. The exterior of the home is 
covered with aluminum siding with a brick 
accent, has Anderson windows throughout 
and is fully insulated in the ceiling and walls 
It contains gas and hot water heat with three 
zones. 

The home building program is part of the 
educational system of the Lackawanna Vo- 
Tech. Students have been working on the 
project for the past two years and have built 
the home according to the codes of the build¬ 
ing trades and to the specifications handed 
down by registered engineers. 

The construction has passed all code 
requirements and the home has been classi¬ 


fied as A-l. 

An open house was conducted at the site 
on Sunday. Nov. I. and will be held again on 
Sunday. Nov. 8. from 1-4 p.m. Persons 
interested in seeing the home can appear at 
the site during these hours and receive a 
guided tour of the home. 

On Sunday. Nov. 15. at 2 p.m.. the home 
will be auctioned to the highest bidder. The 
auction will be conducted by School Solici¬ 
tor James A. Kelly and bidding will begin at 
$45,000. The auction will be held at the 
Lackawanna Vo-Tech North Center. Old 
Plank Road, just off Rt. 6 in Mayfield 

The Lackawanna Vo-Tech, now in its 
ninth year of operation, will continue the 
program of building new homes with funds 
realized from their sales. Other homes now 
in the process of being built or remodeled are 
located in Mayfield.

Sunday, Nov. 1. was C Day. 

No, that is not a typographical error. 

Sunday, Nov. I, was C Day us far as the 
U.S. Postal Service is concerned. 

For on Sunday the price of first class pos¬ 
tage rose from 18 cents to 20 cents for the 
first ounce. 

And that increase brought about the use 
of another “non-denominational" stamp 
the C stamp. 

You remember the B stamp? It was used 
the last time postage rates increased. 

Anyhow, the public has been buying the C 
stamp at the Carbondale Post Office since 
the office at Lincoln and Main got them in 
over two weeks ago. 


Brisk business 

And. according to Postmaster Gerald P. 
Barrett, it has been a brisk business as the 
public tried to beat the Nov. I rush. 

While the C stamp represents a 20-cent 
stamp, it can not, the postmaster warned, be 
used for international mail, including mail 
to Canada. 

For the international mail, he said, the 
post office has a good supply of regular 20- 
cent stamps. 

For those people who have an ample 
supply of 18-cent stamps and are now faced 
with having to add two-cent stamps, the 


local post office also has two-cent stamps 
available. 

Plenty of penny stamps 

The postage on post cards has also 
increased and Barrett told the Carbondale 
Mirror that there is a good supply of penny 
stamps to use on 12 : cent post cards to bring 
them up to the current rate of 13 cents. 

Anyone who did not plan for C Day can 
buy the needed stamps during lobby window 
hours, 8:30 a.m. to 5 p.m . daily Mondays 
through Fridays and 10 a.m. to noon on 
Saturdays.
